ty authorities, with the 
aid of 


bloodhounds, searched the woods 
in the town of Winfield today for 
some clue to the slaying of Patrick 
Healy, 55, and the wounding of 
his brother, Maurice. 57. 


The bachelor brothers were shot 


late last night as they trained 'coon 
dogs in the woods near their farm 
home. Law 
enforcement officers 


said they were without clues to 
the men's assailant and declined to 
discuss 
what 
progress they had 


made in their investigation. 


The Healys apparently were shot 


from ambush. This led to uncon- 
firifted reports of a neighborhood 
feud. District Attorney • John H. 
Rouse said, however, that he knew 
of no enemies the brothers misht 
have had. Another report, also un- 
confirmed. was that they 
might 


have been fired upon by moonshin- 
ers. 


Patrick 
died almost 
instantly.

body.

Silence of State Department 
Is No Approval of Munich Pact

Washington—Since Munich, our higher government officials have with- 


drawn into silence concerning the state of the world. That silence, how- 
ever, should not be misconstrued. It is not the silence of tacit approval. 
On the contrary. This government does not feel reassured by the settle- 
ment. It is disturbed. And its anxiety is increased by Japan's new control 


of the whole Chinese coast, marking the elimination 
of British influence there. 


This is stated at this time because the opposite im- 


pression might be gathered from the Trafalgar day 
address by American Ambassador Kennedy in Lon- 
don. He urged reconciliation between democratic and 
dictator countries. 


"Instead of hammering away at what are regarded 


as irreconcilables, they could advantageously bend 
their energies toward solving their common problems 
by an attempt to re-establish good relations on a 
world basis," Kennedy said. "It is true that the demo- 
cratic and dictator countries have important and fun- 
damental divergencies of outlook which, in certain 
matters, go deeper than politics. But there is simply 
no sense, common or otherwise, in letting these dif-

Those remarks should not be taken as the expression of this govern- 


ment's views. I think there is good reason to state that Kennedy was out 
of line. Secretary Hull is, I confidently believe, unrelenting in his antag- 
onism to the Hitler policy. As high officials are not accustomed to airing 
their disagreements publicly, I do not expect any official confirmation of 
it but I feel warranted in saying 
that Secretary Hull would not him- 
self have made the Trafalgar day 
remarks that Kennedy made.

Wisconsin's extension division, who 
termed county boards the "kinder- 
gartens of American politics." 


Wisconsin can well displace its 71 


counties with 16 large districts. 
Prof. Colbe'rt said at a recent forum 
sponsored by the division. 


"The system of towns and coun- 


ties was set up in the saddle bag 
day and is outmoded." he declared. 
"We could do away entirely with 
towns. Today with modern trans- 
portation, the reason for the small 
county has disappeared." 


Prof. Colbert said he directed his 


criticism at the system and not at 
members of county boards, although 
he asserted that many county gov- 
ernments arc controlled by offi- 
cials not qualified for their jobs. 


He contended county 
govern- 


ments are 
inefficient, 
leaderless 


and unwieldy because the legisla- 
tive body assumes all the admin- 
istrative functions. 


He predicted the day will come 


when governmental units must oper- 
ate as private corporations, when 
roads, buildings, school system and 
other municipal 
properties 
are 


listed on financial reports just as 
private corporations list their as- 
sets.

good fellow," which was the customary 
prelude to the exposure of the obvious.

$50-a-month job by writing a letter to 
Germany and was accepted without fur* 
ther ado, was so weighted dowrt by intel- 
lect that he sent his new master a copy 
of the army manual of arms that may be 
purchased anywhere. 
He also had some 


quaint inspirations regarding the Army 
and Navy Register, which is on file in 
most public libraries, and together with 
others figured it would be a beautiful 
maneuver to forge the President's signa- 
ture on White House stationery. 


The four Germans, recently arrested 


at Panama and caught with photographs 
of its defenses, are but small atoms in the 
hundred thousand tourists who go through 
the canal every year and take pictures of 
the same defenses excepting that the Ger- 
mans conducted themselves so as to at- 
tract attention as though inviting arrest. 


We can either draw the conclusion that 


the spy business is in the most bungling 
hands imaginable with all these evidences 
of cheerful imbecility or conclude that 
Berlin designed what has been exposed 
just for the purpose of exposure. 


Certainly it was noticeable that for 


months immediately preceding the ripen- 
ing of the Sudeten question German spies 
were literally packing French, Czech and 
English jails. It is necessary to suggest 
that this great harvest of Teutonic spies 
may have been part of a carefully devised 
plan to instill into the world the conviction 
that attack was pending, with the hope 
that the fear of war planted in so many 
places might lead to acceptance of German 
demands. 


These incidents are bound to take the 


mind back to the crude and farcical ex- 
posures during the World war that came to 
hand before America entered the fray. 
There was that message to the Mexican 
government offering them Arizona, Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico for an attack on 
this country. 
Even the Mexicans knew 


that their entire army could not hope to 
cope with the national guard of one of these 
states. Then there was the case of Dr. 
Albert who left his brief case containing 
many secrets on an elevated train where 
it could not fail to be found. 


The notion of Berlin then, as perhaps 


now, that some burlesque or story book 
plot to frighten America would warp our 
judgment or alter our course is too Graus- 
tarkian for steady diet although it may be 
just the proper caper to make the multi- 
tude shiver—for a while. 


From the standpoint of results what 


has been the German gain? 
She has a 


distinct loss in the way of prestige for her 
espionage system and in the sagging esti- 
mate of American public opinion, but the 
worse of these is the reflection upon her 
much tooted efficiency and orderliness in 
preparing costly and elaborate machinery 
to gain certain alleged and specific ends. 


But if her purpose were to sacrifice the 


poor boobs who undertake her orders that 
she might build the thought of intense 
military activity she succeeded admirably. 


CHICAGO-MENACE TO INDUSTRY 


The stifling fumes of Chicago bank re- 


organization rackets still hang on the hori- 
zon. With them are the political receiver- 
ships in office and apartment buildings. 


For the principle that underlies the 


method of Chicago reorganizations is to 
pillage the downfallen. It is akin to the 
vandalism that sometimes appears in the 
•wake of great catastrophes such as fire, 
flood and earthquake. 
' 
Hundreds of banks in Chicago failed 


during the depression. Hundreds of poli- 
ticians were appointed to take them over, 
live off the income that was left, despoil 
stockholders of the little flesh that still 


' remained on the bones. 
The exposures 


are a matter of common knowledge and 
court record. 


But in the field of the great office 


and apartment buildings for whose con- 
struction hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of bonds' were 
sold 
broadcast 


throughout the country the record is even 
sorrier. The ordinary procedure was the 
appointment of a skilled racketeer as re- 
ceiver. In some instances no bond was 
even given, in others the bond approved 
by the political judge was often found 
worthless. In many cases the receivers 
took the income of the property for four, 
five and six years and spent it for their 
own purposes, not even paying taxes. 


Not what might be called a very ideal 


place to make an investment. 


For years the municipal courts of Chi- 


cago have lost all semblance of respect of 
the people who live in that city. Three- 
fourths of the judges could not even re- 
ceive the approval of the bar association. 
They are political hacks of the worst or- 
der. 
The exposure of their subserviency 


to pull and the dollar mark has been made 
by the few men in the judiciary there who 
are looked upon as dependable. Justice 
has become a byword and a reproach. A 
ward healer ladles out the rights of men 
and women, frees felons, 
pockets 
the 


dough and rides high if not handsome. 


Not exactly an ideal place for industry 


•which must depend for its life and opera- 
tion so largely upon respect for and pro- 
tection of property rights. 


And now another blow has been struck 


to a people already groggy from the daze- 
producing evidence of their judicial cor- 
ruption. The county judge has been ap- 
pointing his personal secretary, his chauf- 
feur, his personal clerk, his father-in-law, 
and no end of political hangers-on to the 
important and constantly appointed posi- 
tion of inheritance tax appraiser. Since 
inheritance taxes depend upon the value

The charges are 
that the county judge's personal secretary 
received S77.755 through such fees since 
1926; the county judge's personal chauf- 
feur is charged with receiving S40.406 
sir.ce 1929: his personal clerk with receiv- 
ing S40.720 since 1930; and his father-in- 
law, who died ioo early, b-jt $10,411.

Labor racketeers on the or.c hand, build-

WISCONSIN AND THE SOBER LITE 


In a financial magazine appeared on 


Monday last an advertisement offering for 
sale the bonds of two cities, one, Manito- 
woc in Wisconsin; the other, Cleveland in 
Ohio. 


The Manitowoc bond issue carried a 


2 per cent coupon. The people of Cleve- 
land are paying 4',i per cent. 


Manitowoc is in a state whose consti- 


tution prohibits a municipality from bor- 
rowing more than 5 per cent of its as- 
sessed value. There is no such prohibition 
in Ohio. 


As a result the people of Wisconsin 


not only find they can borrow money for 
less than half of most of thc communities 
throughout thc country but their obliga- 


thc nation. 


All of which leads one to ask—what 


did Ohio gain by an abandonment of good 
financial sense in its affairs? Throughout 
the years its cities borrowed more money 
than Wisconsin cities. Some of them are 
indebted to 10, 12 and 15 per cent of their 
assessed valuation. 
Many of them quit 


paying interest on their bonds and have 
received an eternal black eye. Their peo- 
ple not only pay twice what we pay for 
money in Wisconsin but a little more for 
good measure and for a bad reputation. 


And what, again, did they gain by the 


wastage? 
Travel thiough even.' one of 


them and sec where they have any ad- 
vantage over Wisconsin cities. You won't 
find thc advar.ia.cc because it isn't there. 


Violation of sound financial principles 


in government, which is just another form 
of sabotage, never in fact really brought 
anything but a backache to thc people 
who rr.ust always in thc end carry thc 
load.

Rats Lend Aid to Lawrence 


Students Studying Diseases

Twenty-six white rats, with pink 


eyes, are scuffling in their cages in 
the basement of Science hall on the 
Lawrence college campus. Some of 
them are sleek and healthy. Some 
are a bit shoddy. A few look down- 
right sick. 


They are sick. If you had disease 


germs stuck into you by a biolo 
gist, you wouldn't 
look or feel 


sprightly. And that is what is being 
done to this colony of rodents. But 
that's just some rats* lives. 


Science hall has probably harbor- 


td rats before. Even the highest 
type 
of buildings must tolerate 


such things now and then. These 
rats are different. They don't have 
to slink around dark corners or 
fear tha janitor. They are there for 
a purpose. They are martyrs. 


Paul C. Beaver, assistant profes- 


sor of biology, looked 
over his 


flock yesterday and explained: "We 
use them to produce certain dis- 
eases so our students may observe 
the progress and development of 
these diseases. Trichinosis, for ex- 
ample. See that fellow over in the 
last cage. He's got a bad case of 
trichinosis. 
, 


Ha's Real Sick 


Professor Beaver 
lifted up the 


cage for a better view of the strick- 
en one. The rat did look ill. His 
hair was patchy and didn't have the 
clean sheen to it that some of his 
healthier relatives possess. Besides, 
he appeared ill at case and a lit- 
tle ashamed of his plight. 


"Now these 
three.

but they

quite so sick," Professor 
Beaver 


said, indicating another cage. The 
three patients within the 
cage 


seemed to be in better spirits than 
the stricken 
one. They weren't 


nearly so ratty in their appearance. 


Trichinosis. Professor Beaver ex- 


plained, is a highly disagreeable 
malady that occurs in rats and 
mice. 
When the 
trichinae, 
the 


worms which cause the disease, get 
into a human being, he's in for a 
lot of trouble. And the rat, which in 
this case is being used for study of 


the disease, is one of its most com- 
mon carriers. 


First on Campus 


The white rats in the basement 


of Science hall are the first to be- 
come assistants in the biology de- 
partment 
at 
Lawrence college. 


They submit to their 
fate quite 


willingly, seldom making an out- 
cry. 
But being sick sometimes 


makes them short-tempered. Once 
in a while there's a fight and if 
Professor Beaver isn't around to 
throw in the towel, the colony is li- 
able to lose one of its respected 
citizens. 


They are regular laboratory rats, 


purchased from a supply house and 
fated from birth to be demonstrat- 
ors of the diseases that attack man. 


Professor Beaver is particularly 


interested in the progress of trich- 
inosis in the rats, because he's in- 
terested in the studv of the disease 
itself. 


People catch trichinosis from eat- 


ing pork infested with the worm. 
And the pig catches trichinosis in 
the first place by eating rats or 
mice carrying trichinae—or infect- 
ed scraps of pork. The worms lodge 
in the intestines and muscles, mak- 
ing one highly uncomfortable. The 
rats in the basement of Science 
hall will attest to that.

are seeking. We want minds that are 
free because they understand the or- 
der of goods and can achieve them 
in their order. The proper task of 
education is the production of such 
minds. . . . 


"When we say we want 
free 


minds, we mean that we want minds 
able to operate well. The glory and 
the weakness of the human mind is 
that it is not determinate to certain 
things. It may range at will over the 
good and the bad: To be free to op- 
erate well, therefore the mind re- 
quires habits *hat fix it on the good. 
. . . The free mind is first of all the 
disciplined mind. The first step in 
education is to give the mind good 
habits. 


"The next step in the education of 


free minds is the understanding of 
what is good. The mind cannot be 
free if it is a slave to what is bad. . . 


"The great problem of our time is 


moral, intellectual and 
spiritual. 


With a superfluity of goods we are 
sinking into poverty. With a multi- 
tude of gadgets we are no happier 
than we were before. With a declin- 
ing death rate we have yet to dis- 
cover what we should do with our 
lives. With a hatred of war we are 
heading inevitably toward it. With 
a love of Liberty, we see much of 
the world in chains. 


"How can these things be? They 


can be because we have directed our 
lives and our education to means 
instead of ends. We have been con- 
cerned with the transitory and su- 
perficial instead of the enduring 
and basic problems of life and

Medical Science Makes Gains 


In Use of 'Spares' for Humans 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
AaMeUted Frew Science Mltor 
New York—The business of sup- 


plying spare parts to human beings 
began to pick up when a Hagers- 
town. Maryland, surgeon, trans- 
ferred a rabbit's cornea to the eye 
of a man. 


This experiment was a daring .try 


—with all the odds against it But 
it could not harm the man; and if 
successful it would be a true mira- 
cle, which science might learn to 
duplicate. 


In numerous ways medical sci- 


ence is edging in on the barrier 
that so far has made spare parts 
only a dim hope. That boundary is 
the individuality of a human being. 
He is always just enough different 
from even his brother so that his 
tissues -won't accept a new part. • 


There is one great exception, 


blood transfusion. Strictly speaking, 
this is spare parts—millions of red 
corpuscles, white ones and other 
tiny cells arc used as spares. 


Small Part* Graft Best

When the parts get small enough 


they apparently are better able to 
survive transplantation. Even with 
blood, the individual "specificity" 
is important—the right blood type 
must be used. 
' ' 


Th blind eye furnishes another 


example 
of possible 
success in 


spare parts, if small enough. Trans- 
planting of corneas (the clear cov- 
ering over the pupil) from one hu- 
man to another has been going on 
for half a century. 


Medical records say the opera- 


tions have restored sight only tem- 
porarily. The spare cornea always 
died and became opaque. 


But something smaller—just a lit- 


tle bit of * human cornea, set as a 
"window" in a blinded eye—works 
better. This eye operation is so 
new its lasting results are not yet 
established. But its hopes for suc- 
cess are built on the probability 
that the foreign part, being small, 
will be incorporated. 


Plastic surgery, 
which borrows 


skin from one person to cover an- 
other's hurt, is another exception to 
the rule: but at present that is lim- 
ited to skin deep effects. 


Repels For Protection 


A reason for the innate aversion 


of th* body to a new part appears 
in man's biological evolution, in 
which every cell of his body has 
had to fight off all kinds of foreign 
substances 
for protection against 


disease. 


Men and women can have bor- 


rowed glands with some success. 
This-seems limited to the ductless 
glands which discharge their secre- 
tions directly into the blood.

VII— THE KELLOGG-BRIAND 


TREATY 


The United States did not join 


the League of Nations, but it did 
something else which seemed impor- 
tant for peace. In 1928 Secretary of 
State Kellogg offered the world a 
"peace pact." or treaty. The treaty 
had these main points: 


1. We condemn Avar as a way to 


•ettle any quarrel between nations. 


2. We declare we will never try 


to settle any quarrel, or dispute, in 
any way except a peaceful way. 


Because the French 
statesman. 


Briand. helped 
bring forth 
the 


idea of the treaty, it often is call- 
ed "the Kellogg-Briand treaty." 
It was signed in Paris by 15 na- 
tions. 


Germany signed it. Japan sign- 


ed it 
Italy signed it. The United 


States signed it, and it later was 
approved by the 
United States 


Senate by a vote of 85 to one. 
Great Britain. Canada, Australia, 
France, Poland 
and India also 


signed. 
Many other nations fol- 


lowed, until 60 had given their 
word against war. 


Some persons said, "The peace 


pact is good, but it does not go 
far enough. There is no promise 
in it to punish a nation which 
breaks its word." 


The test came all too soon. In 


1931, 
Japan 
invaded a part of 


China, the part called Manchuria. 


Japan did not declare war on 


China. 
It just went ahead and 


made war! Manchuria was con- 
quered, and the Japanese set up 
a new government there. Man- 
churia was given a different name, 
"Manchukuo," pronounced "Mahn- 
cho-ko."

ships to the Pacific, and put a 
blockade around Japan.

vote of all. nations in the League, 
and not all would vote that way. 
Instead, a committee was named 
to study the trouble, and to make

time the con^mittee was through, 
Japan had won power in Man- 
churia! 


The 
ownership 
of Manchuria 


was not, in itself, very important j 
to the world. It did not matter 
much whether Japan or China had 
power there. The thing which did 
natter was that Japan had made 
an attack on China, and had been 
allowed to go ahead. The question 
came, "Will some nation in Eurone 
commit a deed of the same sort?"

Hits Tariff Policy 


Lincoln felt th it the 
southern 


states should be brought back into 
the union after the Civil war in 
such a way that they could be pros- 
perous again, But Congress laid ex- 
port tariffs on everything the south 
wanted to send out. There was an 
analogy also between that situation 
and Wilson's problems after the war, 
the lecturer went on.

MALLARD MUSINGS 


By Harold Hollis 
T 


O GUNNERS of the mid-west, 
the mallard is the most im- 
portant waterfowl. His gorge- 


ous plumage, his succulent 
flesh, 


and the keen intelligence that make 
him a worthy adversary entitle him 
to be ranked as one of our out- 
standing game creatures. 


The mallard is a large duck about 


24 inches long. The drake with his 
bright green head, white neck ring 
and brown and gray body is one of 
the most beautiful of all birds. The 
female is smaller and is a mottled 
brown color. Both sexes have the 
violet speculum or wing patch. The 
legs are yellow, becoming darker 
toward the feet, which are an or- 
ange color. 


The mallard feeds In shallow wa- 


ter, wild rice being his favorite food. 
Pecause the shallows freeze over 
sooner than the deeper water the 
mallard is one of the first ducks to 
leave the north country. 


Mallards and black ducks are oft- 


en found in the same flock, indeed 
it is said that the two species some- 
times mate. Although the mallard is 
a wary and intelligent bird he lacks 
the astuteness of the black duck, but 
when he teams up with the black he 
gets the advantage of the lattcr's 
keener senses. 


Offer Many Problems 


Tn northwestern Wisconsin, where 
live, local mallards provide most 


of our early shooting and mighty 
difficult shooting it is. The birds are 
well acquainted with the country 
know all of the hiding places and 
soon learn where the hunters" fa- 
vorite stands are located. The man 
who gets ducks has to shoot for 
them. Hunters who under estimate 
their quarry's intelligence don'f get 
many mallards.

New York— The simplest cure for the fears of those who think a great 


program of armament for this country would develop an aristocratic 
and warlike officer caste is to eliminate the word "gentlemen" from the 
95th article of war. This article was lifted bodily from the British articles 
150 years ago. The British had adopted it long before that, when the 
word "gentlemen" had a little meaning which has 
been lost by now. 


There are no more democratic institutions in thl§ 


Country than the military and naval institutions with- 
in themselves. But, despite their internal democracy, 
under which the son of a four-star general enjoys no 
advantages over the son of a man with lime in his 
hod carrier's boots, the course docs contrive to instill 
in the young gentlemen, as they are called, a strong 
sense of the social untouchability of the man in the 
ranks and the social untouchability of the enlisted 
man's wife in relation to the officer's wife. 


The theory holds that an officer is a gentleman and 


that an enlisted man is of a lower social order. They 
may not often examine the meaning and effect of all 
Peeler 


this, buj it is apparent throughout the life of the services. In service 
emergencies officers and men become human beings with no human dis- 
tinction, and the lawful authority of the officer commands obedience i.ot" 
because he wears finer feathers but because he is authorized to command. 


But, in other times, the officer has his pick of the pubs, and the en- 


listed men. even though socially and 
intellectually compatible and per- 
haps desirable, are excluded from 
the officers' set and from places 
which they frequent.

French General Salutes 
As Gesture Of Politeness 


The French were much more dem- 


ocratic. Their officers have authori- 
ty, but a general entering a room 
will click his heels and salute all 
present in a gesture of politeness 
nothing more, and a buck private is 
not expected even to look up. Amer- 
ican and British officers—in 
the 


higher ranks at least—feel that they 
lose something of dignity and 
au- 


thority (perhaps that it is ungentle- 
manly) to frequent the haunts of 
enlisted men. It might be so in the 
event that the false distinction em- 
anating from the word "gentleman" 
has driven the enlisted men—or "the 


people, as they used to be called in 
the navy to questionable places. 


But worse than the preservation 


of the word "gentleman" in the 95th 
article would be the institution of 
social or political commissars to su- 
pervise the political regularity of 
the commissioned and enlisted sol- 
diers. That remedy was used 
in 


Russia and later in Spain, and it is 
obvious that it must create a corps 
of snitchers who undermine the le- 
gal authority of the men with re- 
sponsibility and appeal to the whin- 
ing shyster nature of every guard- 
house lawyer in the command. Au- 
thority would be destroyed and dis- 
cipline with it. Anyone with any ex- 
perience under the Wagner act and 
the scuttle-butt agitators who have 
thrived under its protection 
can 


foresee that. 
British Enlisted Man 
Still Legal Inferior 


In the old British army—in the 


guards particularly—the wives of 
the enlisted men traditionally did 
the washing for the families of the 
officers. Education and the march 
of democracy have advanced the 
British enlisted man some distance 
from his social degradition, but he 
still is legally the social inferior of 
the officer. In the American armed 
forces social distinctions 
persist, 


which, if they do not have 
legal 


force, at least have equivalent force 
derived from tradition and habit. 


In an army of intelligent men so- 


cial distinctions are vicious and de- 
trimental to the service. 
The dis- 


tinctions go far beyond the mere 
preservation of respect for legal au- 
thority. From custom they persist in 
degrading the enlisted man to a 
low position and exalting officers to 
a status which to them is false, un-
